BAZLEY, ROBERT W„ GENERAL, USAF (RET.) 


General Bazley received his navigator wings and was commissioned an Army Air 
Forces second lieutenant in March 1945. The end of World War II coincided with his 
completion of B-29 combat crew training and he was released from active duty in 
February 1946. He enrolled in the University of Pittsburgh, receiving a B.S. in 
business administration in 1949. He was recalled to active duty in 1951 for the 
Korean War and flew 50 combat missions as a RB-26 navigator. He completed pilot 
training in 1954 and went to Fighter Weapons School. During the next 14 years he 
held operational assignments in England, served as a recruiter in Pittsburgh, 
instructed at the Air Force Academy, and attended the Industrial College of the 
Armed Forces. In 1968 he became Commander of the 531st Tactical Fighter 
Squadron, Bien Hoa AB, Vietnam, and flew 257 F-100 combat missions. From 1969 
to 1972 he served in operations in Washington. Next he commanded Randolph AFB, 
Texas; the 38th Flying Training Wing, Laredo AFB, Texas; and the 323rd Flying 
Training Wing, Mather AFB, California. In 1975 he was Inspector General of U.S. Air 
Forces in Europe (USAFE), Ramstein AB, Germany, and he became the Command's 
Assistant for Readiness in 1976. He then commanded the AF Training Center, 
Sheppard AFB, Texas and 3rd Air Force, RAF Mildenhall, England, through 1981. 
General Bazley was Vice Commander, USAFE until 1983 when he became the Air 
Force Inspector General in Washington. He assumed command of Pacific Air Forces, 
Hickam AFB, Hawaii and was promoted to general in 1984. He retired from active 
duty on 31 December 1986. 



DAVIS, BENNIE L„ GENERAL, USAF (RET.) 


General Davis graduated from the U.S. Military Academy, West Point, NewYork, in 
1950. He earned a MS from George Washington University, Washington, D.C., in 
1967. He entered the Air Force in 1950 and after earning his pilot wings in August 
1951 he was assigned as a twin-engine pilot at James Connally AFB, Texas. The 
general completed B-29 combat crew training in October 1953 and then reported to 
Okinawa as a B-29 aircraft commander with the 307th and later the 19th 
Bombardment Wings. He served as a B-47 aircraft commander and instructor pilot 
at Pinecastle AFB, Florida and Homestead AFB, Florida. He completed B-52 combat 
crew training in September 1961, and became a B-52H instructor pilot with the 93rd 
Bombardment Squadron at Kincheloe AFB, Michigan. In February 1964 he entered 
the Armed Forces Staff College. He was then assigned to SAC headquarters at 
Offutt AFB as a requirements officer in the Aerospace Systems Branch, Plans 
Requirements Division, and entered the National War College in August 1966. Next, 
while serving as a B-57 tactical bomber pilot at Clark AB with the 13th 
Bombardment Squadron and 8th Tactical Bombardment Squadron, he flew more 
than 350 combat hours on 142 missions over Vietnam. In August 1968 General 
Davis joined the Organization of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, where he served in the 
Directorate of Operations as an operations officer and later as chief of the Current 
Operations Branch, Strategic Operations Division. In August 1970 he was assigned 
as the Air Force member of the Chairman's Staff Group, Office of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. General Davis transferred to Randolph AFB, Texas in June 1972 and served as 
Vice Commander, U.S. Air Force Military Personnel Center, and Deputy Assistant 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Military Personnel. In June 1974 he became commander of 
the U.S. Air Force Recruiting Service and Deputy Chief of Staff, Personnel in June 
1977. In April 1979 the General took command of Air Training Command at 
Randolph AFB and in August 1981 became Commander in Chief, Strategic Air 
Command and Director, Joint Strategic Planning Staff. He retired from active duty 
on 1 August 1985.

RANDY 


GRACEY, JAMES S. ( ADMIRAL, USCG (RET.) 


Admiral Gracey graduated from the U.S. Coast Guard Academy on 3 June 1949 with 
a Bachelor of Science Degree in Engineering. During the immediate years following 
his graduation he served as Deck Officer on the Ocean Station Cutter, Barataria; in 
the Office of the Captain of the Port, Boston, Massachusetts; and as Commanding 
Officer of LORAN Station, Ocean Cape, Yakutat, Alaska. After a brief tour as 
instructor at the Coast Guard Academy he went to Harvard Business School and 
earned a Masters of Business Administration Degree. He served in logistics 
management at Coast Guard Headquarters and then commanded the buoy tender, 
MARIPOSA out of New London, Connecticut. After a tour as Comptroller, Second 
Coast Guard District, St. Louis, Missouri, he was the Deputy Project Officer for 
converting Governors Island, New York from an Army post to a Coast Guard Base. 
While serving as Executive Officer of the base, he was deep selected for Captain and 
became Chief, Programs Division, HQ USCG in 1969, where he was responsible for 
program priorities and other program aspects of the Coast Guard budget. 
Following his nomination to Flag rank in 1974 he became the Chief of Staff, Fifth 
Coast Guard District, Portsmouth, Virginia. Later in 1974 as Rear Admiral he became 
Commander, Ninth Coast Guard District, in Cleveland, Ohio. In 1977 he transferred 
to Washington where he was Chief of Staff of HO Coast Guard. After promotion to 
Vice Admiral in 1978 he assumed Command of Coast Guard's Pacific Area and 
Twelfth Coast Guard District, San Francisco; he was also Regional Emergency 
Transportation Coordinator for Federal Region IX. In 1981 he became Commander, 
Coast Guard Atlantic Area and Third Coast Guard District at Governors Island, New 
York. Admiral Gracey assumed the post of Commandant of the U.S. Coast Guard 
with the rank of Admiral on 27 May 1982. He held this post until his retirement on 
31 May 1986. 


KIDD, ISAAC C. JR., ADMIRAL. USN (RET.) 


Admiral Kidd is a graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy, Class of 1942, and completed 
the National War College in 1961. Admiral Kidd remained at the Academy until 
May 1942 as Company Officer for Reserve Officers and Executive Officer of the V-5 
Instructors Classes; he then joined USS COWIE, taking part in North Atlantic convoy 
duty and the invasions of North Africa, Sicily and Italy. He next served in USS 
PUTNAM, seeing action in Leyte Gulf, Saipan and Tinian operations, Iwo Jima, and 
radar picket duty and gun fire support off Okinawa; rescuing the few survivors of 
USS TWIGGS (sunk by Kamikaze); and assisting in the salvage of USS 
PENNSYLVANIA, hit at Buckner Bay. In April 1946 Admiral Kidd reported to the staff 
of Commander Destroyers Altantic as gunnery and ASW officer, where he started 
the Gunnery and Engineering Schools, after which he served in the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel and USS SALEM; he then commanded USS ELLYSON. He returned to the 
Naval Academy in August 1953 as Aide to the Superintendent. He then 
commissioned and commanded USS BARRY from May 1956-May 1958. For the next 
two years he was Assistant Head of China-Northeast Asia Strategic Plans and Policy 
Division, Joint Staff of Commander in Chief Pacific , after which he attended the 
National War College. Admiral Kidd joined the Sixth Fleetas Commander, Destroyer 
Squadron Thirty-two, then commissioned and commanded Destroyer Squadron 
Eighteen, the Navy's first all missile squadron. His next assignments were: 
Executive Assistant and Senior Aide to Chief of Naval Operations; Chief of Logistics, 
NATO Headquarters, Naples; commanded Cruiser Destroyer Flotilla Twelve and the 
First and Sixth Fleets; and served as Chief of Naval Material from 1 December 1971 
to 18 April 1975. In May 1975 Admiral Kidd assumed the duties of Commander in 
Chief, Atlantic Fleet, and Supreme Allied Commander Atlantic from which he 
retired in October 1978. 



BILL 


KNOWLTON, WILLIAM A. f GENERAL, USA (RET.) 


General Knowlton graduated with distinction from the US Military Academy in 
January 1943, has a Master of Arts from Columbia University in Political Science, and 
completed the National War College in 1960. Commissioned in Cavalry he served in 
the Armored Cavalry Squadron of the 7th Armored Division from the Normandy 
break-out to the Baltic Sea. His mission to contact the Russians is the subject of the 
book section of the August 1945 Reader's Digest . After serving as a Battalion 
Commander in Berlin and counter-intelligence staff officer in Frankfurt he moved 
to the office of the Army Chief of Staff, handling intelligence, joint and combined 
matters. One of the first Army officers selected for the newly-formed SHAPE 
Headquarters he was Military Assistant to the Chief of Staff and Special Assistant to 
SACEUR. Following 3 years as Associate Professor of Social Sciences at West Point 
and a year commanding the 1st Battalion of the 3d Cavalry, he became Military 
Attache to Tunisia for 2 years just as the 1961 Tunisian-French War erupted over 
Bizerte. General Knowlton commanded the 1st Armor Training Brigade at Fort 
Knox, and then served 2 years as Division Chief in the Office of Army Secretary 
General Staff (SGS) and as General Haig's replacement in OSD. From 1966 to 1968 
he was in Vietnam as Secretary of the Joint Staff, Assistant Deputy Chief of Staff for 
CORDS and Assistant Commander of the 9th Division in the Delta. In 1968 he 
became Secretary of the General Staff (SGS) of the Army, a post from which he 
became 49th Superintendent of West Point. In 1974 he moved to Europe for 6 years 
as Chief of Staff of EUCOM, Commander Allied Land Forces SE Europe (in Izmir, 
Turkey) and US Member of NATO's Military Committee. He retired in June 1980 
from his post in Belgium. General Knowlton's awards include the Defense DSM, 
Army DSM, Silver Star w/ 20LC, Legion of Merit w/OLC, DFC, Bronze Star w/"V" 
Device, Air Medal w/ 90LC, Army Commendation Medal w/OLC, Presidential Unit 
Citation; (FRG) Knight Commander's Cross, Order of Merit; (France) Officer, Legion 
d'Honneur; (Vietnam) National Order 5th Class & Gallantry Cross w/Palm; (Belgium) 
Fourraqere of the Croix de Guerre; Parachutist. 







MCDONALD, WESLEY L., ADMIRAL, USN (RET) 


Admiral McDonald graduated from the U S. Naval Academy in 1946 with a Bachelor 
of Science Degree, he later earned a Master of Science in International Affairs from 
George Washington University. Prior to entering flight training in 1948 Ensign 
McDonald was a member of Admiral Richard E. Byrd's South Pole Expedition "HIGH 
JUMP." After receiving his wings, he served in several carrier fighter and attack 
squadrons. Command tours of duty include Attack Squadron FIFTY SIX, where he 
led the first retaliatory strike into North Vietnam following the Gulf of Tonkin 
incident in 1964. Carrier Air Wing FIFTEEN, amphibious landing ship dock USS 
HERMITAGE (LSD 34), and the aircraft carrier USS CORAL SEA (CV 43). While in 
Command of CORAL SEA, he was selected for promotion to Rear Admiral and 
assigned duty as Commandant THIRTEENTH Naval District. In 1972 he assumed 
command of Carrier Group THREE and deployed to the Western Pacific, 
participating as a Task Group Commander in the final stages of the Vietnam war. 
This assignment in the Western Pacific was continued when Rear Admiral 
McDonald was assigned as Commander Naval Air Force Pacific representative 
embarked in USS MIDWAY (CV 41), homeported in Yokosuka, Japan. He then 
served as the Chief of Naval Air Training for one year before being reassigned to 
Washington in August 1975 for duty as the Deputy Chief of Naval Personnel. In July 
1977, he was promoted to the rank of Vice Admiral and assumed command of the 
SECOND Fleet., one of the Navy's four numbered Fleets. Additionally, he 
commanded the NATO Striking Fleet Atlantic during this tenure. Following this 
tour he was named Deputy Chief of Naval Operations (Air Warfare) in July 1979. In 
that position he established policy for the conduct of naval air warfare and served as 
the principal advisor to the Chief of Naval Operations for all matters involving naval 
aviation. Admiral McDonald was promoted to the rank of Admiral and assumed the 
duties of Supreme Allied Commander Atlantic, Commander in Chief Atlantic 
Command, and U.S. Atlantic Fleet, on September 30, 1982. He retired from active 
duty on 1 December 1985 



WALLY 


NUTTING, WALLACE H„ GENERAL, USA (RET.) 


General Nutting graduated from the US Military Academy in 1950 as a Second 
Lieutenant of Cavalry. In the 50's, he served with the 2d Infantry Division in Korea; 
at the Armor School; company commander, 4th Armored Division; and in Germany 
as armored cavalry troop commander and battalion S-3, 2d Armored Cavalry 
regiment; and assistant regimental S-3, 3d Armored Cavalry Regiment. In the 60's, 
he was a tactical officer/instructor at the US Military Academy and at the Army 
Command and General Staff College. He commanded the 1st Squadron, 10th 
Cavalry at Fort Lewis and deployed with his unit to Vietnam. He also served as a 
staff officer in the War Plans Division, and Asstistant Director of Plans, Deputy Chief 
of Staff for Operations and Plans, Department of the Army. In the early 70's, 
General Nutting returned to Vietnam where he commanded the 11th Armored 
Cavalry Regiment and served as the Deputy Brigade Commander (Operations), 5th 
Infantry Division. He returned to the Pentagon as the Army member of the 
Chairman's Staff Group, OJCS and later as the Deputy Director for Plans, Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Operations and Plans. He next served as the Commanding 
General, 1st Infantry Division (Forward) in Germany. In 1975 he was assigned as the 
Director of Strategy, Plans and Policy, Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations and 
Plans.

He was promoted to Lieutenant General in July of 
1981 and assigned to Camp Smith, Hawaii, the joint headquarters of all United 
States Forces in the Pacific Theater where he served as the Deputy Commander in 
Chief (DCINCPAC). Promoted to the rank of General, he returned to Korea and 
assumed the duties of Commander in Chief of the United Nations Command and the 
Combined ROK/US Forces in June 1982. Two years later on 18 June 1984 he assumed 
the position of Commanding General, US Army Forces Command from which he 
retired from active duty on 30 June 1986.
